The end of this season of 
amateur boxing has been signalled 
by the staging of the national 
championships. As must be the 
‘case with many other forms of 
sport, Ireland is one of the few 
countries in the world in which 
the noble art of self-defence 
an is practising assiduously as 
a form of recreation and amuse- 
ment. Men who would, in 
England or America, have found 
themselves in professional ranks 
from the outsets of their careers, 
fight in Ireland, automatically, as 
amateurs, so that, for the size of 
the country, a remarkably large 
number of youths is regularly 
undergoing the indignity of being 
punched fairly and squarely on the 
nose for nothing more than a 
voucher entitling its holder to 
“goods to the value of. In the 
last six or seven months, it is 
true, a few of the leading 
amateurs have been attracted by 
| the financial inducements of. the 
professional ring, but, in Dublin 
anyway, the bulk of the better- 
known men are to be seen in 
action almost weekly at the 
amateur stadium. With the aid cf 
an allowance for expenses and the 
clock or set of china represented by 
his voucher, it may have been 
possible in the past for a country 
amateur to fight a bout in Dublin 
without any financial sacrifice. 
In Ireland there are no wealthy, 
and few moderately comfortable, 
amateurs who could afford to 
travel and fight at personal 
expense. That circumstance, 
coupled with the fact that ‘he 
cost of ‘everything, including 
transport and board and lodging,

The” decision of the Government 
to hold an inquiry into all the cir- 
cumstances of the horrible fire in 
the Cavan orphanage will 
welcomed all over the country; for 
the tragic affair has thrown a spot- 
light on the whole question of pro- 
vincial fire-fighting capacity and the 
position of the numerous public 
institutions, in relation to fire-pre- 
vention measures. 

The public is far from satisfied 
with the evidence available that 
the conditions to meet such an 
emergency in Cavan were adequate. 

For one thing, the only flre- 
escape” available in the orphanage 
ran down through the centre of the 
building, and there must be very 
many other public institutions 
which still lack a proper exterior 
escape, 


A National Service 


Apart from the antiquated equip- 
ment, which is alleged to protect 
the public i in many provincial towns, 
the fact that the idea of a volun- 
tary brigade still generally 
must give rise to the need 
organisation of fire-fightin 
national basis—a national fire-jight- 
ing service—on a zoning system, 
such as obtains in Britain at present. 

In order to secure such organisa- 
tion it would be essential to abolish 
the voluntary service idea com- 
pletely, and where it would be 
impossible for the rates to bear the 
cost of a whole-time brigade, adopt 
a system of paying a retention fee 
of, say, 212 a year per man, and 
make certain stipulations regarding 
training. 

In all centres, however, there 
should be at. least one whole-time 
fireman, properly responsible for the 
equipment, and in a position-to he 
readil notified of fire. 

Such a system also would ensure 
the proper maintenance of the three- 
quarter million pounds. worth of 
fire-fighting equipment brought into 
the country since the, in
